Backmar, of that 
place, ivlth a view of purchasing some United Slates 
bonds, lie was introduced to Buckmar previously 
by Axwell Hayford, the itayor of Belfast, the latter 
telling Bnckmar that Stevens would be of great use 
to him In negotiating some bonds of the MooseJiead

It was, moreover, alleged that 


Mayor Hayford bad entrusted Backmar with

ersal suffrage of the negro, the Chiaaman, 
he Irishman and the German, the American 
eople stand on this very day on the brink of 
erfdom, the abject slaves of railroad and tele- 
graph corporations and moneyed oligarchs. 


In old feudal days tbe serf was a serf with- 


out being mystified with tie idea that he was a 
freeman. But In these modern days the arts 
of hypocrisy come to the assistance of oppres- 
sion. The American is allowed to toy with the 
bauble of suffrage; but it must be exercised in 
favor of corporated oligarchies., as witness the 
orders issued to the serfs of Erw and the power 
exercised in this State by tie Central, in New 
Jersey by the Camden and Amboy, in Penn- 
sylvania by the Cameronian railroads, more 
arbitrary than was ever enforced by a Euro- 
pean landlord. The straggling masses on the 
other side of the oeean come to our shores 
under the delusion that they will find here 
liberty, education and the means of sub- 
sistence: but those who come here In the 
future wili find the public lands of the West 
monopolized by railway corporations, and the 
Legislatures upon whose action their liberties 
and property; depend the mere tools of rings 
and corporations. 


In view of these facts the humanitarian 


aspirations which seemed to have animated 
the champions of nsgro emancipation can oaly 
be regarded as a tribute which a scarred 
national conscience paid to the genius of hu- 
manity. Bui the platform of "moral ideas" 
of the abolitionists, "give universal suffrage to 
all classes and let them all shift for them- 
selves/' has been tested again and again In 
history and found a flimsy failure. The mil- 
lions cannot shift for themselves. If not pro- 
tected by superior minds they must inevitable 
be crushed in the strong grasp of corporate 
pelf and injustice. The negroes were never 
more helpless against their masters than are 
the bulk of the American people against rail- 
way and other corporations. It is no use for 
moral idea demagogues to tell the people that 
they have done their duty, that a bloody civil 
war has settled the question of negro slavery 
and universal suffrage, and that now they may 
be permitted .to enjoy the luxury of their vic- 
tory and the conquest of the spoils. If it 
turns out that tbe violent abolition of slavery 
in one section was a mere bait for tbe enslave-

A More Hopeful Prospect for J?raiicc. 
Although at the present writing wo baro

It remains to be seen whether he anc 
his colleagues of the Bordeaux delegation will 
acquiesce in the appointment of Arago and 
the policy of the Paris authorities. Our cor- 
respondent at Bordeaux, from whose special 
despatch we have derived a knowledge of the 
change of Ministers commented on, says noth- 
ing about the manifestation of any discontent 
or the ontcropping of any spirit of -opposition 
to Arago; heace we are left to infer that to 
the military and the people alike the retire- 
ment of Gambeita ia a satisfactory event.

It is satisfactory to observe that, amid all the 
avalanche of diplomatic courtesy with which 
polished England has overwhelmed her ruder 
cousin, we have held stoutly to our rights and 
stuck firmly to our original demands.

prominent uositlon In Frenctt politics ana literature, 
A member of a family distinguished for ability and 
learning, he eave early evidence of talent, writing 
creflltawe verses while a mere boy. For some rears 
after leaving college he devoted himself to litera- 
ture, publishing his "La Demande en Maltese, ou le 
Jesuite Eetourne" (1830); "la Knit fle NSel, on lea 
Superstitions"' (1832); "Mademoiselle ATsse" (1832);,

"TJn Grand Orateur'' 


(1S3T), and other works. Meantime he had applied 
himself to the study of law, and in 1837 was admit- 
ted to the bar. Soon after he entered Into politics 
as a. member of the radical party, and in 1S39 was 
one or the counsel for the defence or Marnu Bernard 
and BarbSs. 


M. Arago took an active part In the famous events 


which, led to the'overthrow of the Orleans dynasty 
in 1S48 and the establishment or the republic. Pene- 
trating into the Chamber of Deputies oa the memo- 
rable 24th of February, tie mounted the steps of the 
tribune, loudly protesting against the proposition 
ror a regency, and proclaiming the dscheance of the 
Orleans family. Three days later, Louis Philippe 
having been dethroned, he was sent to Lyons trltli 
the title of "Commissaire General de la B€pubUg.ne.'- 
His administration or the affairs of Lyons was emi- 
nently successful, although he was the subject or 
mnch. vehement abuse. He endeavored, awagi, 
vainly, to reconcile parties, and so gained III will. 


Elected a member or the Constituent'Assembly 


from the Pyrea&s Orlentales, he appeared at inter- 
vals m his seat and made repnEation as an orator.

The coup 
a'&at or December 2 met with opposition from him, 
and oa its enecessful accomplishment lie retired 
from political life ana coauaed lus attention to the 
practice of his profession.

Arago to emerge from his retirement. He became 
one or the members of tiio selT-appointed pro- 
visional government, and remained la Paria dur- 
ing the siege of that city, ma appointment as 
successor of Gambetta will doubtless gtve general 
satisfaction. Moderate ia Ms political views, and 
(at least la the pas;) always ready to bow to the will 
or the people, he will doubtless, h permitted by the 
red republicans to perform tha duties or his office, 
mate the elections free expressions oi popular sen- 
timent.

Soon after the as- 
signment the assignee eaterei on possession aud 
sold all the assets of the estate for about $14,009.

A gentleman named Walter A. Lyon, who resides 


In Cincinnati, and who has been stopping in this 
city ror a rew days, bought a ticket on Monday ror 
Buffalo, and at the same time secured a berth In the 
Ill-rated sleeping car. Upon reaching the depot the 
train was about ready to stars, pretty much all the 
passengers having arrived ahead or him, and were 
quietly sitting m then: seats or preparing to retire to 
their several berths la the sleeping cars. Wending 
his way through the crowd or dersons who had as- 
sembled on the platrorm to taKe leave or their 
rnends—many or them, alas 1 ror the last time on 
Earth—he reached the Buffalo slcspins car and ure- 
sented his ticket to Mr. Vosburg, the conductor,'ror 
berth So. 10 In that. car. Mr. Vosburg told him that 
owing to his having arrived so late some one had 
gone to bed In that berth, but he could give him 
berth eight la the nest car Behind, which was quite 
as good as the Buffalo car.

Thus it appears that prior to 1802 tilD tonnage of 


American vessels entered at ports of the British 
empire was double the tonnage of British vessels 
entered at ports of the United States; but that since 
18G5 the tonnage of Britisn vessels entered at ports 
of the United States hag been double ths tonnage of 
American vessels entered at ports of the British em- 
pire. The report states that the prominent and per- 
sistent.cause of this complete inversion of the rela- 
tive shipping interests of the two countries Is attri- 
butable solely to the changes which steam and iron 
nave wrought, both In tne vehicles and in the modes 
of commerce. He therefore raises the question 
whether the relations of maritime reciprocity which* 
were established especially for the purpose of meet- 
ing the requirements of the random sort of trade 
pursued by sailing vessels, should not be very ma- 
terially niodlfled In order to subserve our Interests 
in the direct commerce pursued by steam vessels. 
Practical results thus far show that our present re- 
lations of maritime reciprocity are all in favor of 
British steam navigation and all opposed to Ameri- 
can steam navigation.

acres at jts fair value, which 13 probably ten dollars 
an acre, provided they can Day a small portion of 
tee land belonging to their neighbors, the lotras, 
and the lowas nave also in council expressed their 
willingness to sell a sufficiency for this purpose. 
The bill provides for the survey and appraisement 
oflannsby tliree competent persons—one or them, 
tne agent of tae tribes to whom the lands belong— 
and their sale, alter their advertisement for sealed 
proposals, to the highest bidder for cash.
